It is supposed j l)tl^K^crs 
to have originated durm;; one of his 
campaigns in Ireland in 1639 or 1GSO. j 
According to tradition, Cromwell 
made an impassioned address to his 
"Ironsides" when they were about 
to attack the enemy v.ho had taken 
position on the opposite side ot the 
river. He concluded his speech with 
the admonition: "Put your trust in 
God, but mind to keep your powder 
dry." This tradition is vouched for 
by Edward Hayes in his "Ballads 
of Ireland," which was published m 
1855. The compiler comments on 
the subject in a note under the bal- 
lad "Oliver's Advice," v.lnch was 
written in 1834 by Colonel Blacker, 
a British officer.

"Put your trust in God, my boys, 
and keep your powder dry."

The annual roll call for members in the 


Red Cross provides the funds which keep the 
chapters and national organization prepared 
to meet emergencies such as the recent freak 
autumnal storm which hit the New England 
states. More than 56,000 families suffered 
grave losses in that storm and today the Red 
Cross is engaged in rehabilitating 21,000 of 
these families in their homes, their occupa- 
tions, and on their farms, because they are 
unable to restore their losses without some 
outside aid. The Red Cross is now in a race 
with approafching winter to get families back 
into tJieir homos. Work to be done ranges 
from mending roofs and chimneys to com- 
pletely rebuilding and refurnishing modest 
homes.

RICH IN AUTOS 


The latest figures indicate that there are 


now about 41,500,000 motor vehicles in the 
world, of which 70 per cent are in the United 
States. Our own registrations show 28,000,-

From present indications we shall soon 


have more than one car or truck to every 
four people.

Since then, accord- 
ing to the economists, it has pulled us out of 
depression after depression, and is right now 
one of the best performers in that line.

Or maybe it only 
makes use feel rich. But for practical pur- 
poses it seems to amount to about the same 
thing.

. That in the interest of world peace, and 


prosperity, Japan expects the powers to co- 
operate with her proposed Japan-Ch5na-Man- 
chouquo block of countries which will guar- 
antee "stability and improvement of oppor- 
tunity for all in East Asia." 


What Britain and other powers will do 


about that proposal, Americans do not know 
But knowing that the Japanese government 
has already broken its pledges of free oppor- 
tunity in Manchouquo and its guaranty of 


integrity of China, we can hardly take 


' thought to blood pressure. If It Is too high 


there must be a cause for it, and the cause can or 
cannot ho removed. 


In cases where the high blood pressure is due to 


nervousness or excitement, acquiring calmness of 
spirit is the first thought. Not that this type of 
high blood pressure Is dangerous in itself but J£ the 
elastic tissue In tho blood vessels Is kept on the 
stretch for long periods, some of the elasticity will 
bo lost. 


When the high blood pressure Is due to uome 


infection tho removal of tho Infection is naturally 
the flrit thought. 


However, there ere tho cases of high blood pres- 


iur« whera actual changes take place in tho blood 
v«»§eli themselves, elastic tissue replaced by hard 
tliiue, changes In the Htmcturo of tho kidney which 
hold back the flow of blood, and changes also in 
the heart that prevent It pumping the blood with 
sufficient strength. It Is In cases such as these, 
whore the blood pressure Is very high because H 
hm to bo high to pump against these, difficult ob- 
structions, that operation may bo necessary. 


Drs. L. Davis nnd M. H. 13arker, Chicago, in An- 


nals of Surgery, rhlladelphfa, speaking of the high 
blood pressure due to these changes in the heart 
and bloodvessels, state that tho degree ot these 
changes depend eomowhnt on the age of the patient 
and the height of the blood pressure: tho younger 
the patient and tho higher the blood pressure, the 
more rapidly do kidney, bloodvessel, and heart dis- 
turbances develop.

Dr.BarskytoTell | 
V 
Of Spanish War 


The work of 125 American doc- 


tors, nurses and ambulance driv- 
ers with government forces In th* 
Spanish civil war was for t\vo 
years under the supervision of Dr. 
Edward K. Barsky, of New York 
city, who will be the principal 
speaker at a. meeting to be held 
at the Uptown Community Center, 
Monday evening, November 14. 


Dr. Barsky will 
discuss 
the 


Spanish situation in full and is 
expected to comment on present 
efforts to mediate the 
Spanish 


struggle. His subject will be, 
"Shall Spain Be a Second Czecho- 
slovakia?" 


Dr. Barsky only recently re- 


turned to the United States aft- 
er spending two years In Spain. 
He not only established eight 
American hospitals in Loyalist ter- 
ritory but in the year past held 
the Important post of supervisor 
of all foreign medical work in 
Spain, from Barcelona. 


Leaving the United States in 


January, 1937, with the first 
group of doctors and nurses, he 
also directed other American per- 
sonnel sent to Spain monthly by 
the Medical Bureau and North 
American Committee to Aid Span- 
ish Democracy. 
His experience 


includes doing medical work in a 
unique American-built mobile hos- 
pital back of the lines at the most 
Important battles of the Spanish 
struggle, at Jarama, Guadaljara, 
Belchite and the Ebro.

Andiron* a Cooking Need 


In Old American Hom«> 


For 
two centuries 
American 


iome« were dependent for both 
cooking and heating on wood-burn- 
ing fireplaces, writes Thomas Ham- 
ilton Ormsbee in the American Col- 
lector. Andirons were essential and 
must have been part of the neces- 
sary equipment brought over by the 
first settlers, although no ipeciflc 
mention i* made of them. We do 
find in the Inventory of Governor 
Winthrop'* estate, dated February 
17, 1649, "2 pairi andirons—one 
pound, ten shillings." Four yean 
later x list of the household furnish- 
ing* of Captain Tyng, of Boston, In- 
cludes "a great paire of Brass and- 
Irons." 


Just when andirons were first 


made in the American colonies is 
hard 10 say, but those of wrought 
iron were probably produced for lo- 
cal needs almost as soon as the first 
blacksmiths set up their forges. It 
Is a matter of record that about 1640 
Joseph Jenks, the first New England 
iron master, had a foundry at Lynn, 
Mass.. and that two years later 
John Winthrop, i on of *he governor 
of Massachusetts Bay colony, was 
operating • smelting furnace at Snu- 
gus. 


There were many other early ef- 


forts at mining and smelting Iron in 
the various colonies, some of which 
continued throughout the Colonial 
period and until the richer deposit* 
of ore were discovered around Pitts- 
burgh. Clearly there was an ample 
supply of. native iron from 1850 on. 


Unfortunately, the blacksmith! of 


the Colonial period, who sometime* 
decorated their mor« pretentiou* 
andirons with an incised design, had 
not the forethought to mark them 
with the date of production. Al*o, 
as shapes and patterns did not 
change rapidly, many ot the andiron* 
made in tht more remote country 
district* at late as th* early year* 
of the Nineteenth century adhered 
to the line* and proportion* ot the 
Colonial period.

tional trend to "make the old rain-

However, recent Smithsonian in- 


slitutio» surveys • declare the dry

Reserve Corps 
Army Backbone 


5,000,000 Can Be Recruited 


In 18 Months for War 


Of Defence. 


WASHINGTON.—An army of a 


million American men can be mo- 
bilized for service within a few days 
for the defense ol tne nation. 


Within 18 months 5,000,000 men can 


be placed under arms and, in the 
event ol a prolonged war, thrice that 
number could be recruited. 


There estimates of the vast man 


power ol the nation were made by 
military authorities close to high 
War department officials. 


Frepsntion- Speeded. 


Preparation of the nation for war 


began almost as the World war 
closed and has been accelerated in 
recent months by the threatening 
situation in Europe and the Far 
East. 


The nation's .first line ot defense, 


when mobilization begins, is the reg- 
ular army, composed of 12,760 offi- 
cers and 165,000 enlisted men, and 
the national guard, whose trained 
personnel are available for service 
in a few hours, brings the total to 
400.000. 


Another 000,000 men can be placed 


under arms within a few days. In 
this category are the organized re-( 
serve officers — veterans of the 
World war, retired regular and na- 
tional guard 
officers, 
graduates 


from the reserve officers training 
corps and citizens' military train- 
ing camps—and enlisted men with 
previous military training. 


Draft if invaded. 


A selective draft similar to that 


used during the World war would 
be placed in effect upon any inva- 
sion of the nation or declaration of 
war. Ofilcers and enlisted person- 
nel from the regular army, national 
guard and organized reserve would 
be used for the training of drafted 
in en. 


While preparing the machinery 


for » quick mobilization of men, the 
War department has redoubled its 
efforts to modernize the army'i 
equipment. 


Emphasizing speed, the army has 


streamlined its services. Mechani- 
zation of several cavalry regiments 
has been completed. The tank corps 
has been given greatly improved 
tanks of all sizes. 
Artillery has 


been motorized and the motor equip- 
ment of the signal and quartermas- 
ter corps improved. 


New arms of the nation include 


.50 and .30 caliber machine guns, 
the former an anti-tank weapon; an 
.81 millimeter trench mortar, and 
a light semi-automatic infantry rifle. 


The air force, with 1.378 modem 


planes, and 961 under construction, 
includes the world's fastest fighting, 
observation and bombing ships.
